ITALIA MAY 
BE RESCUED 


Base Ship Establishes Con- 
tact After Silence of 
Many Days 


KING'S BAY, Spitzbergen, June 9 

It is reported at King’s Bay that 
it has been established that all aboard 
the dirigible Italia are alive, 

Ev resource of King’s Bay was 
strained tc the utmost to bring 
to the Italia which was thought 
in the ice-covered 
north of the eastermost 
Northeast Land 

While the base 
preparations to send out the Citta 
di Milano tn case it should be neces- 
sary to help the sealer Hobby and the 
ice cutter Braganza now approaching 
the scene of the Italia's supposed 
descent, every effort was continued to 
catch some signal however faint 
from the dirigible 

May Find Trouble 

Although the utmost hope and 
optimism prevailed here, there was 
some fear that it would be difficult 
for the Hobby and Braganza to find 
the Italia since the ice is subject t« 
frequent movements. The district off 
Northeast Land is nr long approximate 
limit of open water 

The messages which the 
Milano has picked up would indicate 
that the Italia’s position was at 80,30 
north latitude and 28 east longitude 

This would place the Italia just off 
Cape Leigh Smith in the neighbor- 
hood of Foin island, which is about 
20 miles from the coast of North- 
east Land

THE SESSION 

Parliament met on Thursday, January 
26th. The session has thus consumed 
four and a half months. The House of 
Commons has been actually in session 
ninety days, a good part of the time hold 
ing sittings in the mornings as well as in 
the afternoons and evenings 

Any notion there may have been that 
shorter speeches would mean shorter ses 
sions is under discount as the result cf 
the first try-out. For the first time the 
members have had t their talkir 
under a rule which forbade a speaker to 
go on for more than forty minutes at a 
stretch Yet the session has drawn out 
to about the usual lengtl What was 
gained in brevity was offset by the nun 
ber of speeches. That is to say, more 
members found a chance to speak than in 
former sessions; and made use of it. Ther 
is nothing tc indicate that the speeches 
suffered in quality from abbreviation and 
condensation 

The session will hard stand out in 
history as one of unusual importance. The 
speech from the Throne foreshadowed n 
notable departures in polic: The even‘ 
has been in keeping with the pros t 
has been a business session, rather thar 
one made memorable by spectacular inc 
dents, the development of crises, or the 
launching of iarge public undertakings 

One definite accomplishment is that 
the country found out at last where the 
Hudson Bay railway ought to end, and 
to end. The report by Mr. Palmer, whi 
appeared during the session, was concl 
sive as to the merits of the rival ports, and 
among those who have taken the troubi 
to peruse it there cannot be many wh 
have any doubt that the decision reached 
after so many years of uncertainty wa 
the correct one. 

The correspondence ting to the St 
Lawrence waterways project, and the dis 
cussions which followed its presentation 
have put the public in possession of the 
essential facts regarding the scheme, and 
also regarding the attitude the Govern- 
| ment has taken. With this there 
fault to be found. The Ministers hou 
| taking a hostile stand, have refused to be 
stampeded by the anxiety of our neighbor 
to get a supply of Canadian hydro-electr « 
| power for their industrial operations. 7 
impression ieft is that the waterway in 
provement will probably be worked out 
gradually, by parallel action of the tw 
countries, rather than under the terms 
a partnership arrangement 

The public finances were shown to be 
| in excellent condition Another “Robb 
budget,” of the characteristic type, an 
nounced a surplus for the year of mer: 
than $54,000,000 reduction in deht 
amounting to more than $38,000,000, and 
reduction in income, sales and tariff taxa 
tion amounting to $19,000,000. Continued 
prosperity, expanding trade at home and 
abroad, and steadily-growing revenue 
| made these reductions possible; with cor 
responding encouragement and stimulus< 
| to the general welfar« 

It was hoped that something definit 
would be done during the session to imp! 
ment the declaration that the Peace River 
district would be made a “magnet 
draw settlers tO Canada. It cannot be 
said that that hope has been realized. O1 
the contrary, the one project looking di 
rectly to the enlargement of the oppor- 
tunities for settlement in Peace River 
the bill to authorize the extension of the 
E.D. and B. C. railway—was all but 
wrecked by a feud which sprang up be 
tween the member representing that dis 
trict and some of his colleagues from east 
ern Canada, and by the general apathy of 
the members representing northern and 
central Alberta constituencies It was 
surely anything but a creditable or helpfu 
spectacle that the on measure whict 
nimed at making Peace River the promise: 
“spear head’ of western development cam: 
within an ace of being killed by the eon 
duct of the members who should have beer 
active in promoting it 

The natural resources issue is sub 
stantially where it was when parliament 
met, and little transpired during the ses 
sion to arouse any expectation of an im 
mediate settlement. 

The ‘closing days of the session wer 
enlivened by a brazen attempt on the part 
of members on both sides of the House of 
Commons to boost the sessional! indemni 
from $4,000 to $6,000. The scheme failed 
as it deserved to fail. The stack of Han 
gard reports which embody the speeches 
of the session suggest that if the members 
are not ent'sfied with their present rate 
of indemnity they might—without injury 
to the public interests—-balance the scor 
by a still further curtailment of orators
